The Race With the Poll Weevil 


By J. C. Ford, County Agent. 


Some think this will be the worst 
boll weevil year ever experienced in 8 
Morgan County, while others think 
■ P i wS I m very few. One guess Is 
probably as good as the other* * Ho* 
body can tell at this time. 
Many 
have asked me how best to fight the 
weevil. Briefly, here is my advice: 


The first essential 
i* to fertilize 
well. I made thh point several weeks 
ago. Cotton should be pushed rapid­ 
ly. Most fettalizer pkms are now mad* 
and it 1* too late to change, though 
many farmers could still side drefl 
their cotton just after chopping with 
50 to 100 pounds nitrate of soda per 
acre. Soma*’ of the local dealers still 
have it and the price is reasonable. If 
no nitrate has been included in the 
fertilizer so far this is to be recom­ 
mended.
